_ Passenger Business From Railroads | 


Because People Like Motor Rides 


S* PAUL, Oct. 26.—Transition 
of passenger business from 
railroads to motor buses is only 
started, in the opinion of Ralph 
Budd, president of the Great 
Northern Railway Company, 
which owns the Northland Trans- 
portation Company, the largest 
operator of motor buses in ihe 

Northwest. 

People prefer to ride on the high- 
ways, he said, and the motor bus 
business will continue to expand for 
years to come. He said railroad 
records in 1921 showed that more 
than half of the short haul passen- 
ger business had been lost by the 
railroads in Minnesota but that the 
roads at that time were operating 
95 per cent. as many trains as pre- 
viously.

QUALITY AT LOW COST 
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Proper Merchandising of Bulb Service 
Should Bring Real ‘Profits to Dealers 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 


NNOUNCEMENT was made in 
these columns recently of a 
marked reduction in the list prices 
of automotive lighting bulbs. 
Strange to relate there are some 
in the trade who viewed the lower 
price to the car owner with dis- 
favor, holding that it was an- 
other case of profits shrinking. 
While it is true that the net profit 
is smaller it is so slight as not to 
be worth talking abcut. 


On: the other hand the less cost; 
to the car owner should stimulate! 


bulb sales. The company making the 
cut in prices used display advertis- 
ing in a national medium and made 
@ consumer appeal. Now if the 
dealer is alive he can cash in on 
this reduction of price plus adver- 
tising and dispose of quite a num- 
ber of bulbs. 

But the number of dealers who 
merchandise a bulb service is small. 
As has been pointed out in these 
columns, bulbs are sold when the 
old burn out and the car owner 
needs the service of the lamps. And 
as was stated the great majority of 
car owners buy at the nearest 
source of supply,

Many dealers do not push bulb 
sales, but allow this business to 
go elsewhere because it is held 
the net is either teo small or 
there is no net because the cost 
of labor exceeds it. But if it 
takes more than a few minutes 
to replace the headlight bulb 
there’s something wrong in the 
service department. True, it is 
that headlight rims are sometimes 
difficult te replace or remove, but 
not with a headlight rim tool.

Of Jaywalkers 


OS ANGELES, CAL., Oct. |

signed to control jaywalking 
and the overflow of pedes- | 
trians at traffic intersections | 
in many cities, pedestrian | 
control has been proved pos-| 
sible by more than three years | 
of success in Los Angeles, ac- 
cording to Miller McC lintock, | 
director of the Albert Russel | 
Erskine Bureau for Street | 


Traffic Research. 

From time to time various sys- | 
tems of pedestrian cor itrol have 
been tried in many cities, but most 
of them have proved unsuccessful. | 
Yet for three years Los Angeles 
has “$0. successfully eliminated jay? 
walking and the congestion arising | 
from the conflict of pedestrians 
and vehicles at busy intersections | 
that accidents have been materially 
reduced and the flow of traffic in- 
creased fift ty per cen t. 

Pedestrian contro] is one of the 
most difficult aspects of traffic 
regulation, partly due to the fact 
that the flow of pedestrian traffic 
is so like that of a stream of waiter, 
which follows the easiest course. 
If traffic signals are seit against 
pedestrian movemen!—but there is 
a break in the line of vehicles— 
people are tempied to ignore the 
signals regardiess of the mumber 
of police stationed ai the intersec- 
tion. Or if it seems quicker or 
more convenient to cross in the 
middle of a block, jaywalking is 
almost inevitable. 

The principal reasons for the suc- 
cess of pedestrian regulation in Los 
Angeles are the accurate timing of 
signal devices, good enforcement | 
methods by the police, the co-opera- | 
tion of newspapers in educating the | 
public to its advantages, clearly out- 
lined crosswalks and what can be 
calied the traffic-wise of Los 
Angeles people. 

The time of the intervals in the 
traffic signals is changed sixteen 
times a day as a result of constant 
study of the requirements of every 
intersection. The pedestrian seldom | 
has to wait at the curb of an empty 
street.

A remarkable cross sec- 
tion of automobile operating 
costs throughout America is 
revealed in the motor travel 
expense of 200 field repre- 
sentatives of the Oakland 
Motor Car Company, who 
drove 5,466,252 miles during 
the company’s recently com- 
vleted fiscal year at an aver- 
age cost of $.0398 per mile. 
Since the Oakland and Pontiac 
sixes which the field representative 
use in their travels are factory- 
owned cars covered by blanket in- 
surance, the factors of depreciation 
and insurance do not appear in the 
costs compiled by.the company’s 
Statistical department.

The field representatives, driving , 
a distance equal to more than 134 
times around the world over all types 
of American roads and through all 
extremes of American climate and 
weather, are believed to have elim- 
inated from their operating statistics 
the variants which would affect 
mileage costs compiled in any one 
state or region. 

For instance, the average cost in 
the New York district, where both 
traffic delays and winter storage ex- 
pense are encountered was $.0540 
per mile, the highest figure in any 
of the twenty-two districts. In the 
|Charlotte, N. C., district, where 
| neither of these factors is present, 
the average cost was only $.0270 per 
| mile. In the mild climate of Char- 
lotte district the total parking and 
storage cost for a year’s mileage of 
175,000 was only $258.85, or an aver- 
age of $.00147 per mile against the 
grand average on this item for the 
entire country of $.0069.

Ford’s Non-Productive- 
ness Is Main Factor in 
Year’ Ss Losses 


EW YORK, Oct. 26.— 
Some extremely inter- 
esting sidelights on the motor 
car business in appr oximately 
half of New York state, in- 
cluding the metropolitan ter- 
ritory, are disclosed in a tab- 
ulation just completed by the 
Buick Motor Company, cov- 
lering the total registrations 
for the complete sales season 
\of 1927 as compared with the 
season of 1926, 


They prove beyond question that 
had Ford sales been anywhere near 
normal the production year that 
ended on July 31 would have shown 
a gain in unit sales, and that the 
loss, despite the decidedly smaller 
Ford total, was comparatively un- 
important. 

The tabulation divides sales into 
four classes: the high, medium and 
low-priced fields, with a fourth that 
includes the foreign-built cars and 
a number of American makes in 
light demand. 

In the territory covered by the 
figures (conceded to be the great- 
est automobile selling field in the 
world) the total sales in the twelve 
months ended July 31 were 268,- 
777 in 1927, as compared with 273,- 
106 in 1926, a loss in volume of ap- 
proximately 5,000 units. 

When sales are divided into their 
respective fields, however, it develops 
that the big loss was confined to the 
small car field, the Chevrolet gain 
failing to offset the loss, due to Ford 
non - productiveness. These two 
makes in 1926 were responsible for 
78,232 sales and 69,202.in the pro- 
duction year just ended. 

The large car field, combining 
the sales of Cadillac, Lincoln, Mar- 
mon, Packard, Peerless and Pierce- 
Arrow, showed a gain of nearly 
500 units from 17,020 to 17,474. 
Four of the six makes showed in- 
creased sales in the twelve months. 

In the field of medium-priced cars 
was shown. a decidedly healthy con- 
dition, sales jumping from 168,433 
to 173,005. Twelve of the eighteen 
makes in this classification made 
gains in sales. Six makes reached 
five-figure totals as follows: Buick, 
30,013; Nash-Ajax, 19,211; Chrysler. 
18,981; Essex, 14,656; Studebaker. 
14,524, and Dodge, 14:494. The total 
of the Hudson-Essex combination 
was 22,136.
